General Bullene informs me today in discussion of our •work in 
connection with his service that there is no reason now why the col¬ 
lections that we made at various points should not be handled in the 
same manner as any others that come to the U. S. National Museum. 

The material, therefore, may now be distributed as it is received 
to the various divisions concerned for cataloguing and for study with 
the complete data as to date and place of collection. Publication 
of results of the scientific study of this material may go forward in the 
regular manner at the desire and convenience of the curators and others 
concerned. 

In the course of our work opportunity offered to visit San Jose, 
Pedro Gonzalez and one or two other outlying islands in the Pearl Island 
group that were little known to science. We took advantage of this to 
make as complete collections as possible for the value that these would 
have to science*

Dear General Meyers 

Tour letter of September 21 is welcome, as I have wondered 
how you were getting along. My sincere wish is that your complete recovery 
may be rapid. 

Tour autograph on the picture is much appreciated and I am re¬ 
turning one of the prints herewith properly endorsed. The other will go on 
my wall as soon as I have an opportunity to have it framed. It will serve as 
a very pleasant reminder of our interesting day together. 

Dr. Morrison should be back with us soon with the rest of the 
collections. I have been doing some work on the birds that we obtained but 
it will be some time before I am able to couplete a report on them. They come 
from an area in which there have been a good many uncertainties as to the re¬ 
lationships of subspecies among the larger kinds of birds. It seems to me 
worthwhile to try to work these out as fully as I can at the present time even 
though this will mean delay in the preparation of the final account. The 
pelicans are one case in point as are also the frigate birds. At the present 
time I have the yellow-crowned nightherons spread out on the long table. 

This necessitates a survey of all of our material from the entire range of the 
bird. As I am busy administratively most of my time necessarily my scientific 
work is reduced. 

Here in Washington I spend my Sundays in the country with the 
birds making various observations, and now that migration is under way doing a 
little collecting. On the past two Sundays I have taken two specimens of the 
Philadelphia vireo which is a rare species here. Some of the migrants I have 
seen no doubt are on their way down to you. 

I am interested to learn that you are doing some more collecting. 
This is always interesting and is the only certain way to check up on 
identifications, particularly in the tropics. I have made skins all my life 
and have found it always profitable. 

I shall hope to hear from you from time to time. By all means if 
you come to Washington please let me know. With ray kindest regards, I am

Dear Davis:

Observation of the salmi life in ares F following the three experi¬ 
ments in that area on August 21, 22, and 23, 1944, showed practically eag¬ 
lets extermination of all individuals. The only exception is noted below. 

Specimens examined included! The Ant eater and Spiny rat among Mssaaalsj 
Several species of birdsj One species of Frogj Two species of Snakes and 
five species of Liaards among the Reptilesj A species of £el and two other 
species of Fishf Several types of Insects; Several species of Crabs and 
Shrimp®} Earthworks| And a few species of Lane Ilusea. The habitats of 
these various kinds of animals indicates that they were killed all the way 
from the bottom of the streams to the tops of the trees (mom! than 50 ft). 

Many more individuals and more species, particularly among the birds 
and insects would have been found, except for a 5 inch ($} rein that occurred 
about seven hours after the first experimental test and approximately seven 
hours before the area was personally examined. This rain was heavy enough to 
beat the feathers straight on the larger birds and make the smaller birds 
and and- insects almost impossible to find. The stream draining this area 
raised in flood two feet and carried away many dead animal © in this minor 
flood. 

The aquatic animals, killed by the tests were washed far downstream, 
so that the personal collections of those species in the area was from drift 
along the stream. This extra amount of water also ameliorated the effects 
c® the main stream by dilution of the saturated water by such a large volume 
of rainwater in addition to the normal. Later examination of the stream 
showed complete extermination of animals for a distance of only approximately 
500 yds. below the area. Proof that this limit of stream sterility applied 
to all species of aquatic animals in the stream was destroyed by the flash 
flood mentioned above.. 


In general it may be said that all animals in the area, at the time of 
the experiment were killed, with the except ion of some of the ants in cer¬ 
tain spots. In their case.the complexity of their smaller, deep underground 
tunnels, was probably the feature that allowed them to survive this non-per¬ 
sistent agent.

On this date the foliage recovery seemed nearly complete; that is, 
ractieally the normal amount of shade and shelter for animals of the jungle 
was present, leather conditions, particularly excessive rain, made observations 
of the animal life somewhat difficult and perhaps incomplete, but to all appear¬ 
ances the animal population present was normal in composition and diversity of 
species. 

The actual number of individual animals present ms lower than normal 
probably as a direct result of the defoliated condition prevailing during 
the breeding season of some of the bird species. The surrounding unaffected 
areas of forest had been the source of enough individuals to spread over 
the whole of Area D, even if not in completely normal total population: H|| 


is. 


Animal recovery in the stream (sterilised on June 5, to 1000 yds. down 
stream^ was incomplete, because a breeding season for these aquatic species 
had not yet occurred to supply the great number of individuals necessary to 
normally fill the vacant habitat space. Certain species such as the Fresh¬ 
water Shrimp and Eels were present in small numbers, obviously spread from the 


unaffected tributory stream SW of Area D - other species, such as the large 


brown fresh water Crab had not reappeared in Area D in the three months period.

In general it maybe said that animal recovery was incomplete, but tip 4o a 
nearly normal appearance of the fauna after a three months interval.

Dear Dr. Morrison: 

I had made inquiry this week to learn that you would be 
somewhat further delayed beyond our anticipation. I am enclosing herewith 
a further check for $150.00 as an advance for field expenses so that you 
will be sure to have plenty on your way home. 

As for work at the other locality to get comparable material 
take as much time for this as you need up to five or six days. Unless you 
are located properly be very careful about drinking water and also about 
mosquitoes around the houses as I do not want you to come home with malaria. 

If mosquitoes are bad and you cannot work behind screens arrange your work 
so that you are in the field early in the morning and see that you can get 
under the mosquito net between 8:00 and 9:00 at night. Do not try to work 
late at night unless you are in screened quarters. 

X am interested to know about the deer. If you can, collect 
the entire skeleton of the adult that was found. The stone head will be 
interesting - if it is fake we can probably determine that. I am glad to 
know too that the work on the jungle gun is coming along. 

During this past week it has turned very cool and I am expecting 
to find a few northern migrants Sunday. On the whole this summer has been 
pleasant and possibly better than average so far as heat is concerned for 
Washington; at least that is my own opinion of it though some others might 
not agree. 

Ur. Barrett has been renovating my old collecting pistol and 
promises to have it in shape for me in a week. It had to have a new chamber 
and also needed tightening all around. 

I saw Tiddle Monday and yesterday Phillips was here with his 
father. The two of them had been off on a trip to New York.

Dear Dr. Morrison: 

lour long letter of July 12 with its continuation of July 18 has 
been much enjoyed as I am always pleased to know of the details of your work. 

To take up seme of the inquiries - do not trouble to bring in the 
grinding stone that you mention. These metates are always a problem because of 
their size and weight so that the archeologists do not wish to load up on them. 

I have seen a good many but have never found one that was worn clear through. 

The other archeological material, pottery, ax head and so on will 
be valuable and we shall be pleased to have it. 

The porpoise skeleton also will be valuable. Too bad that we have 
missed out on the other anteater and on the deer® 

The cannon ball will be of interest. I note your separate 
communication regarding it which can accompany the cannon ball when it is finally 
received. Please tell the donor that we greatly appreciate this accession. 

I think I wrote you what the final decision was regarding the matter 
of alcohol. We can straighten this out later on if required. Should any question 
regarding alcohol for preserving be raised you can assure the officers that we will 
make transfer of any amount that is used whenever desired. 

Tour work on the jungle gun is well worthwhile. My experience with 
the 32 collecting pistols has been that a 15 inch barrel was the most effective for 
the type of ammunition that we use for small birds. X have tried 10", 12" and 18" 
finding that the 15” was the one that gave the best results. Whether this will work 
out with the loads that you are experimenting with still remains to be seen. 

You might find two, or even more species of the swift. As I probably 
remarked to you when we were together, most collectors do not obtain specimens in 
this group because of the difficulties attendent upon the shooting. Therefore, 
knowledge of these birds in the tropics is spotty. It is not impossible that at 
the proper season our chimney swift may pass in migration.

The frigate bird that you sent in has just come up from the 
Taxidermy Shop made into a very good skin. I hope that you are successful 
in getting the swallow. 

This probably will be ray last letter to you since I assume that 
by the time it reaches you you will be packing and closing up your affairs for 
your return. This is predicated upon the assumption that the operation went 
forward according to schedule. I have not seen any of the men recently so do 
not know just where they stand. 

A week ago we had a tremendous rain that broke the drought 
gave us over six inches in one day. I was at the Zoo that noon on some business 
and it rained heavily while Dr. Mam and I were eating on the porch at the 
restaurant. When I came back to the Museum the water was spouting out of the 
manholes from the huge storm sewer on Constitution Avenue. A half hour later 
I went down to Mr. Gilmore’s office and found that the street was filled with 
water. In fifteen minutes it had extended out over the sidewalks on both sides. 
We had no trouble here except for some backing up through the sewer outlets 
but there was difficulty in some of the other buildings nearby. The ground was 
so dry that most of the water soaked in. I went up to the river Sunday alone 
expecting to spend the day in cleaning out boats and other similar tasks but 
was surprised to find that the river had not raised and that the water was clear. 

Naturally we are looking forward to your arrival and to your 
collections. Please give my regards to all my friends, and the thanks of the 
Institution to any who have been of help in our work whom I have not known.

Dear Dr. Morrisons 

If you have sufficient preservative, and time permits, 
see if you can get some more pelicans during the course of your 
work. I find the one that I skinned an interesting specimen, 
learn also, now that I am back here, that there is consider-* 
able uncertainty as to the identity of birds from our area. 

Do not bother to prepare the birds with gray heads and 
necks. These are immature and would be of no value in determining 
the identity of the form. Take only specimens with the hind neck 
brown, or one or two of those with the hind neck pure white. The 
brown necked individuals are in breeding plumage, those with the 
brown replaced by white are in the winter or non breeding dress. 
These specimens need only be skinned out and poisoned with enough 
filling put in them to allow them to dry as they can be made up 
here in the Taxidermy Shop. Four or five will be acceptable if 
you have opportunity. 

We have had a little rain here in the last twenty—lour 
hours which is welcome as the vegetation had been turning very 
brown. Saturday we let people go home early on account of the heat 
so that it is welcome to have cooler temperature now.

Yesterday I was fortunate in having further discussion 
of the work and to learn more fully of some of the results. I am much 
pleased at what you have been able to do. 

With this information at hand it seems advisable to write 
you a little more fully with regard to your stay. If the present schedule 
is followed I would assume that you would have everything complete so far 
as was necessary not later than the first of September. It will be de¬ 
sirable to follow everything possible as you have in the past so that we may 
have a full record. 

In looking over the two boobies I would suggest that with 
larger birds of this size that you open the tip of the wing beyond the ulna and 
the radius so as to get arsenic into the metacarpal area. In large birds there 
is muscle here that sometimes has to be removed. 

We are now in mid summer with the grass on the Mall rather 
yellow and the Japanese beetles showing up in some force. So far they have 
not seemed so bad her# around the Museum as last year though I hear heavy 
complaint of them from various people.

Dear Doctor Morrison: 

The tiro boxes of birds arrived safely and have now been unpacked. 

It has been a joy to me to see the rest of the specimens that we secured 
in March and also the fine series that you have added since in the work 
that you have continued since I left. I have finished putting labels on 
the rest of my specimens and will begin at once to make some comparisons 
as I am sure that there are some new things among them. To help me in this, 
will you please look at your catalog and write me the numbers of the spec¬ 
imens that you got with Martilde so that I can distinguish them from the 
others? I want to be able to compare the two series as I think that there 
are differences among some of the species. 

The series of land rails is a fine one and will show the characters 
of the bird as found in that locality. Tftiile I have not checked carefully 
in detail, I should say that you have secured about a dozen species that 
are not in our list. You probably recognized the barn swallow and the 
black-billed cuckoo as migrants. There is one ruddy quail-dove that is a 
form we did not find. I will write you more about these later on. The 
skins are well made and show that you have profitted by the work that you 
did before you went down and also while we were together. The boobies 
have gone to the taxidermy shop where one will be mounted flying, and the 
other, I believe we will make into a skin as it supplements the series 
that we collected on the day that we were out for them. 

The Colonel who was in charge when we first arrived called me 
by telephone and I expect to see him in a few days when he gets back from 
a little vacation. He has told me of your change in location.

Dear Dr. Morrison: 

The Executive Officer has been in to see me and has given 
me first hand information of the progress of the work. 

First, in order to take care of the alcohol supply, I am 
turning over to the Chemical Warfare Service a drum of alcohol, i.e. 55 
gallons, marked in your name. This will be used to replace the supplies 
that you have already drawn and will give you ample quantity for any needs 
that will arise up to the time of your departure. They may send the drum 
down or may simply issue credit to the local supply officer for the amount. 

If the drum comes to you you should arrange to leave it with the Supply 
Officer so that it may be guarded with the other stocks of alcohol, I need 
not explain that in camp this fluid might develop a sudden, accelerated rate 
of evaporation unless it was full of pickled snakes. Any of the supply 
that may remain when your work is completed should be left with the Supply 
Officer for such need as they may have. 

To return to the work I understand that results to date 
have been quite interesting and that some further experiments are scheduled. 

I left you instructions as to observations that are desired. 

Apparently another month or so may be required for these 
tests but I do not wish you to remain longer than is necessary since there 
is much work that has to be done here. You will need to decide this but 
keep me informed as to progress. 

As one important matter whenever you do leave you will 
need to allow time in Ancon to visit the American Embassy in Panama City 
in order to have your passport validated. The validation that you have was 
good for six months. It will, therefore, need to be extended. 

I have obtained from your Draft Board an extension of 
your permit to depart from the United States which you will need in connection 
with your return. It is enclosed herewith. 

I have been much interested to learn of the size of some 
of the boas that have been killed. I wondered whether there would not be 
some large enough to feed on good sized pigs and the deer.

The Pionus I think are all one kind. Tour second lot of 
birds from the description are in the immature plumage. There may be 
any degree of intergradation between this stage and the adult. It will 
be very interesting to see them. I still wonder if they are present 
through the year or whether they may move around from season to season 
so that they come from other localities. 

I have had a visit from one of the men who has recently 
cone up and have a small package and a letter that will go down to you 
whenever there is opportunity to send them. I hope that this chance 
will come this week. In this communication I am sending you some 
instructions regarding your return whenever that time comes. Xou will 
need to get an extension on your passport at the American Embassy. Also 
I have the further permission for you from your Draft Board to remain 
for a longer period out of the country.

Mildew will not harm your skulls, it is merely unpleasant to 
look upon. If you can get the specimens sufficiently dry by hanging them in 
the sun put them in a tight container with some napthalene flakes which will 
prevent formation of the mold. If you can't dry them let them go. It will be 
well to pack them with napthalene when you come to make them ready for shipment. 

Martilde told me that ground doves were found near his house but 
in our visits I did not have opportunity to get over that way. He said also that 
the laid rail was common there and that they came out in the plantations. I had 
a glimpse of one but did not get a shot as you know. Martilde said also that 
there was a small parrot or a parakeet found there of a third species. Possibly 
this is the Pionus that you have already obtained, but perhaps it is another 
kind.' I am glad that you have the specimens of the dove. 

By the way if George is still around tell him that the canoe 
paddle that I got from Martilde's brother is nice as a curio but not so hot when 
it comes to paddling as it cannot compare with the broad-bladed flexible spruce 
paddles that we make up here. I still like to look at mine however. 


Last Sunday I found a spotted sandpipers nest ?<ith four eggs which 
wil4. be indication to you of the seasojju The spring was very pleasant and we 
have moved over into early summer with the temperature to me at least agreeable. 

I have seen letters from Bert and Dillon who normally worked next door to you on 
the south. They are near one another and in their free time are getting a fine 
lot of material from a locality from which we have had nothing.

A service training center has asked us to supply 
v a brown booby mounted flying for use in survival training. ‘ To 
prepare such a bird properly we need to have one that is freshly 
skinned* 

Will it be possible for you to shoot two birds, skin 
them and poison them with arsenic as X did the two frigates we 
collected? Let them dry for a few days until there will not be 
danger of mold and then pack them and send them up. They would 
need to come by air* 

To do this you will need to have seme assistance in 
getting out mad perhaps in getting a gun and ammunition. Possibly 
if you show this letter to some one in charge it may be of assistance 
in making the arrangements. 

If you can go out I hope that you will have a good 

marksman.

Dear Dr. Morrison: 

Your two letters dated May 4 and May 8 have come through, 
and in accordance with your request a package has gone forward to you 
by airmail containing a supply of cheesecloth and the numbered tag3. 
Possibly the series of numbers may not be continuous with those that 
you have been using since we are not altogether certain that a hundred 
are not missing from the sequence. However, this need make no differ¬ 
ence in your record. 

The news that you give me is interesting but I would like 
to ask that you write more frequently so that I may be more closely in 
touch with what you are doing. I realize that it is difficult to 
write under existing circumstances but with my own knowledge of what 
you are doing I can easily follow your statements. 

With regard to your longer stay I note that you think it 
desirable to remain for a further period. You will recall our dis¬ 
cussion of this matter before I came north and the instructions that 
I left with you. These will govern the period that it is necessary 
for you to be there. There will be no difficulty as to your draft 
status since we have agreement with your Board concerning this as you 
have been advised. 

Mrs. Morrison spoke to me about the flashlight but since 
we were under necessity of forwarding the package that has gone to you 
by airmail we could not well include that article. 

I am pleased to know that the savanna is available and 
that it has given good result. I shall always regret not having seen 
it though probably it is not too striking. In visiting it watch for 

the Caracara which is a fair sized hawk that is often seen on the 
ground, dark in color, except for light on the head and upner breast, 
with a somewhat You may know of it from other localities 

as it is widely spread from the southern United States southward. 
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The sparrows with throats like meadowlarks are probably the 
dickcissel which you will remember from your work in Illinois. It goes 
in migration to South America and then returns in the spring to the 
Mississippi Valley. 

The third form of parrot is interesting. I think I told you that 
Martilde said that there was a smaller kind present in the other place that 
we visited. From your description you have specimens of the blueheaded 
parrot which belongs in another genus Pionua . This group has the tail 
shorter than Amazona . It is the first record of them for the section where 
you are. 

I am happy indeed to learn that the land rails are now represented 
by a good series. Ten should certainly be sufficient to prove the kind. 

It is not impossible, of course, that they represent a new fora. They are 
©JLusive but as I often said eventually they become accustomed to intrusion 
in their haunts and then are not difficult to obtain. I have hunted them 
on many occasions without success and then again have secured specimens 
without the slightest difficulty. 

The pale form of ground dove, if it is the same size as the other, 
is probably a female or a young one. If it is smaller it may be the species 
Columb.lgallina a&nuta . 

It xs interesting to have the record of the blue black grassquit 
as extension of range. This is a species that is found widely in the American 
Tropics wherever there i3 suitable open country for it. In some places I 
have found it tremendously abundant but it is often shy so that it may be 
difficult at times to find. The slightly larger bird that you describe is 
probably the same as the one that I secured one day near the mouth of Mata 
Puerco where it was in some bushes among the cocoanut palms adjacent to the 
mangrove swamp. 

We are now here at the edge of summer with the bulk of the 
migration past among the birds and pleasant warm weather. 

If you pack dry specimens be sure to put napthalene with them 
as this helps prevent mold when the rains come. If you are to stay longer 
it may be desirable to pack some of the things that you have and send them 
up now if that arrangement can be made as it is better to keep them as dry 
as possible. If you do this remember not to pack the smaller birds in too 

deep a box unless you put in partitions to take off pressure or place them 
in smaller boxes which are then put in the larger c cnt ainers. 

I believe that it will be desirable to send up some of your 
things now if this can be done.

pleasant memories of my work in the south and of the trips that we had 
when you were along. 

The boat paddle that I bought from the native boy is now at my 

camp up the river from Washington. X had various experiences in bringing 

it home but found good natured baggage men who were willing to stick it in 
the baggage department of the plane. I had expected to lahd at the airport 
here in Washington and take a taxi over to my office in the National Museum 
to get rid o.f the paddle and gather up my overcoat before goijgg home. 

Instead the plane hit a bad storm just north of Charleston, went uo to 9000 
feet and Metalled it for La Guardia Field in Hen Yoric City *ere we c»e 
down in the beginning of a snow storm. I stayed that night in New York City 

and the following^ morning found myself in the grand concourse of the 

Pennsylvania station with the paddle in one hand and my suitcase in the 
other waiting to get aboard a train with everyone staring at me and wonder¬ 
ing from what part of the wilds I had comeJ The paddle is a good one but 
cannot compete with our broad bladed flexible spruce paddle. It is a fine 
souvenir however of a very interesting day that we J&ad. 

■f ^ ave heard from Morrison from time to time and also have had other 
word of his work. 

^ a letter from your mother telling me of the arrival of the 
box 1 or you. I had it packed here with napthalene flakes and told her that 
I would suggest that she put it away just in the shape that it was received 
as it would keep that way until? your return. The napthalene will keep out 
motns. The grease came out a little bit on it but this can be easily removed 
with a little benzine or gasoline whenever you come to look it over. 

Some of the birds we were seeing are now back here in the north with 
us and I have had my week ends with them. Usually I go up the river early 
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- Sunday morning and remain until after dark. Last Sunday at dusk a pair 
of barred owls came down to a hole in a big Sycamore just below the cabin 
and I found that they had a nest there. The cabin is on a little island 
and is surrounded by heavy woods where we have squirrels, coons, foxes 
and many other mammals and birds* 

I heard about the coral snake from another source. While they 
are deadly poison they are not especially dangerous unless a man happens 
to be foolish enough to pick up one. 

One of the Colonels was here recently so that I am well up on 
what has taken place ! Morrison should be home in another month.

X note your statement in yours of April 8 regarding funds. 

I am pleased to learn that you have sufficient now on hand. The rose 
tanager, if it is a bird that is completely red, is probably a migrant 
summer tanager from the north. In your location it could be either 
species of the eastern United States or the one of the southwest. They 
are distinguished mainly by size. News of the land rail is great and 
I congratulate you. I felt sure that one would come to hand sooner or 
later. It was certainly exasperating to have them elude us as they did 
up to the time of my departure. As time goes on they should become tamer 
since that has been my observation of them under similar conditions else¬ 
where. 

I hope that you will be able before long to get up into the 
savanna but watch your step in going into that area in order to make sure 
of a reasonable trail. I presume that by now the additional tank with the 
collecting equipment has reached you so that you will be in better shape 
to get more birds. If you get to the savanna watch for anything peculiar 
especially among the smaller birds. 

There may be a small coal-black finch there similar to the 
one that I got when I was off with the colored boy MartilddSb on our second 
trip. It would be found in bushes around the opening. 

The mail that did not reach me in part at least has been 
returned to me in Washington now. 

The labels have now been strung and I am getting them ready 
to put on the skins so as to have this material ready for study.

About a month ago when I was in your office you men¬ 


tioned to me a request for information regarding a small black 
colored snake six inches long or so that the Indians in Yucatan 
call by the name of Can Chah. I made some inquiry concerning 
this on my return to Washington but was not able to obtain any 
information worthwhile until today. Dr. Hobart Smith, now with 
the Biological Laboratories at the University of Rochester writes 
me as follows: 

"The Indian name 'Can Chah' is not familiar to me. It is no 
doubt rather restricted in use to the Yucatan peninsula, but 
even if it were more widely used I might well not be familiar 
with it. However there is only one species of small black 
snake, about 6 inches in length, common enough to be generally 
noticed, and unusual enough to be distinguished from the 
general run of snakes; that is, there is only one to be found 
in the present list of Yucatan species. It is Leptotyphlops 
phenops phenops . the little worm snake. The. animal is quite 
slender, dark in appearance and frequently almost black, and at 
times is fairly common. Of course there are several other 
species the name might apply to, but this appears to me the most 
probable.' 1 


Dr. Smith held a traveling scholarship under the Smithsonian 


Institution for three years under which he was engaged in a study of 
the reptiles and amphibians of Mexico. We have a Check-list of the 
snakes of that country that he has prepared and that will be published a 
little later. I hope that this may answer your question. ’With my

Memorandum for Dr, Wet more * Assistant Secretary. 


In accordance with your request, I have consulted with Major Goldman 
in regard to the type of bait which he found satisfactory during his field 
work in Panama. 

He has advised that a mixture of about one-half flour and one-half 
cornmeal should be cooked a little, that is about half-cooked. Small balls 
of this can be placed on the trigger of traps. It may be desirable to mix 
a little peanut butter with the above combination. 

Corn tortillas made an excellent bait in Mexico. The flour-corn mixture 
and the corn tortillas are not especially attractive to ants and the like. 

Rice cooked until it acquired the consistency of dough was also used. In Panama 
he found mice sought after pieces of acorns used for bait. 

The flour-corn bait can be placed on the trigger of a Schuyler and a pinch 
of a mixture of corn-meal,bird seed and oat-meal placed in center of metal base 
of the Schuyler trap. Ants will frequently carry away the oat-meal, and bacon 
is very attarctive to ants#

Herewith I am sending you duplicate receipts of the originals 
sent to you and to Dr* Morrison with the confidential communications from 
the War Department prior to your departure* On their receipt I telephoned 
Miss Bean in charge of this matter and explained to her that you were both 
out of the country asking if the matter could wait until your return.

Dear Dr. betnore: 


Nothing of great importance has occurred since you left. I called up Mr. 
Lindholm on Monday, January 31, to find out about permission for the trips for" 
Cooper, Killip, and Kellogg. He said he had not heard anything but that when Cooper 
came up for his passport the preceding Saturday, he had decided that it was time to 
send the follow-up to Mexico and had done so. I told him that the time was getting 
short on the other trips and I would appreciate his following those up, and he 
promised to do so. 


I had a call from Ross Moore of the Division of Cultural Relations, and he 
wanted to know what salary McClure was getting from us. He said he was especially 
anxious to find out in connection with reorganizing their office and that he was most 
anxious to get hold of McClure when we finished with him. In case you have any plans 
for McClure beyond the end of March, I will be glad to know of then since I an sure 
we can work it out- with Moore. 


On the third, the Belgian Ambassador called you and when informed of your 
absence asked for Mr. Tolman, who is home sick. He then put his request to Brvant in 
the hope that he would bring it to the attention of the proper person. His request is 
for assistance in securing exhibition space for a series of important photographs 
taken in the Belgian Congo by Andrea Cauvin while on an official mission for the 
Belgian Government in Exile. When I learned that the exhibition for the Foyer for 
March had been cancelled, I told Bryant that we could furnish him space in the Foyer 
during March.

1. A record will be kept on this form of all vaccina¬ 
tions given under the direction of medical officers to 
military and civilian personnel resident with military 
commands. See A. It. 40—215 for further details. 

2. Appropriate entries will be made at the time 
prophylactic vaccinations are made and the entries will 
be authenticated by the initials of the medical officer mak¬ 
ing the inoculation.

If there is no reaction, or if the reaction fails to con¬ 
form to any of the three recognized types, vaccination 
will be repeated.

Reference is made to a memorandum dated November 30 , sub¬ 
mitted to Brigadier General E. F. Bullene, Office of the Chief, 
Chemical Warfare Service, with regard to a proposal involving 
certain experimental work to be performed on the island of San 
Jose in the Perlas Islands of Panama. The advice of the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution was requested in this matter in view of certain 
biological aspects concerned. In the final paragraph of the 
memorandum in question it was suggested that the services of a 
biologist be made available in an advisory capacity, and as an 
observer for part of the period of the experiments in question. It 
is my understanding that General Bullene has approved this suggestion. 

In accordance with this suggestion is made that Dr. Alexander 
letmore. Assistant Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, and 
Director of the U. S. National Museum, be authorized to accompany the 
party engaged in the work under discussion for part of the period. He 
has special qualifications for such service as he has had wide field 
experience in the American Tropics. 

If this proposal is agreeable, the Smithsonian Institution will 
cover any expenditures incurred by Dr. Wetmore and will carry his 
salary. It is our feeling that the observations of a trained biologist 
will have distinct value since the island in question is one that is 
not well known from a scientific standpoint. 

If this matter is approved it is suggested that details as to 
procedure be arranged direct between Brigadier General Bullene’ 3 staff 
and Dr. Wetmore.

There has been discussed with me in brief outline a proposal 
involving certain experimental work to be performed on the island 
of San Jose in the perlas Islands, Panama. The experiments in ques¬ 
tion require a tract of more or less undisturbed jungle land and 
may involve the killing of a considerable part of the native fauna 
with more or less disturbance to the flora. Possibly the area may 
remain difficult for wildlife for a period of a number of months 
after the work is completed. It is understood that the project is 
necessary in connection with the prosecution of the war effort. 

The Perl&s Islands have a fauna and flora in general similar 
to that of the adjacent Panamanian mainland, though there are 
certain species and subspecies that are peculiar to the islands. 

The situation, however, is not like that in the Galapagos Islands 
there a considerable number of highly peculiar forms are found 
represented only by a small number of individuals and where these 
forms have worldwide interest because of their close relation to 
early work on the Darwinian theory of evolution. 

It is felt that the ex pe rtoepats in question may be carried 
forward on San Jose wi thoUT^n|sturbanoe of the animal and plant 
life found there if the area covered does not include more than 
one-third of the surface of the island, and if the section chosen 
does not take in all of any one type of forest or other environ¬ 
ment found on the island. If no more than one-third is so used, 
then the forms native to the island may be expected subsequently 
tb propagate and extend again to the limited area where they may 
have been destroyed.

If this projeot is put in effect it is recommended that the 
services of e trained biologist with considerable experience as a 
field naturalist be made available in an advisory capacity and as 
an observer. This biologist could check the area to be utilised 
In connection •with the terrain of the rest of the Island in en¬ 
deavor to insure that no permanent harm will result. I am.

All such travelers 
are advised not to engage in any transactions with 
foreign firms or individuals without first obtaining 
information from American diplomatic and consular offi¬ 
cers as to the status of such firms under the Proclaimed 
List.

citizens are particularly warned that in a number of for¬ 
eign countries special regulations are in force governing 
the money which may be brought in and taken out of those 
countries,, These regulations may require that travelers 
may not bring in dollars, and for that reason it is 
recommended that travelers’ checks or bank drafts be 
used to facilitate the taking out of f-unds upon depar¬ 
ture from the particular foreign country. Travelers may 
avoid unnecessary delays and difficulties by informing 
themselves beforehand regarding monetary restrictions 
in the countries they expect to visit and how they 
apply to foreign travelers. Such information may be 
obtained from the diplomatic or consular officers of 
the countries to be visited. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has advised persdns 
leaving the United States not to take more than $50.00 
in dollar currency with them. The amount of dollar 
currency which travelers are permitted to bring into, 
the United States free of the currency control restric¬ 
tions is limited to $50.00 per person. 

Mexico . Americans proceeding to Mexico from the 
United States are not permitted to take United States 
currency with them except in the form of coins and two 
dollar bills, and all currency other than coins and 
two dollar bills brought into the United States from 
Mexico will be subject to currency control restrictions. 

Sjiain. Special attention is called to the regula¬ 
tions" of~ Spain. It is illegal to bring pesetas into 
Spain or to take them out. 


Pesetas 
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Pesetas may no longer be bought in Spain with 
American currency. Checks of Americans who are non¬ 
residents cannot'be cashed in Spain, nor will travel¬ 
ers 1 checks be cashed until the Spanish authorities 
have satisfied themselves that the funds for redeeming 
them are unblocked. PESETAS CAN BE ACQUIRED WITHOUT ' 
DELAY ONLY WITH PORTUGUESE ESCUDOS AND SWISS FRANCS. 


In view of the above facts it is necessary for 
every traveler to bring enough Portuguese escudos or 
Swiss francs with him to meet all his expenses while 
in Spain, 


The traveler is cautioned not to convert a larger 
sum than absolutely necessary into Pesetas, as pesetas 
cannot be exchanged in Spain for foreign currency, even 
at the time of departure.
